The British are In no hurry to clear 
up the situation about Cambrai, where 
they have entered the northern su­ 
burbs, and It may he three or four 
days before they actually take the 
town. 
The German communications 
there also have been ruined and they 
cannot bring In help or tajve away 
much material. 
The American troops showed mag­ 
nificent zeal, although In their desire 
to get on and come to grips with the 
Germans some of them did not give 
quite sufficient attention to the less in­ 
teresting, but highly necessary w’ork 
of “mopping up," with the result that 
German units left behind in well-con­ 
cealed places, continued to fire upon 
them after they had passed.

chancellor of tho exchequer, said a 
Bulgarian convention had been sign­ 
ed by which hostilities ended. 
Bulgaria by (he terms fixed, gives 
up completely the control of the rail­ 
ways, the chancellor stated. 
“Tills convention means,M said the 
chancellor, “that communication be­ 
tween Germany and the east In that 
direction has been cut off and that tho 
Germans of a German Middle-Eastern 
empire has gone forever/* 
(The famous Beriin-to-Bagdad route 
passes through Bulgarian territory.) 
Control of the Bulgarian railways, 
he pointed out, gives control of Bul­ 
garia. 
The prompt acceptance of the al­ 
lies’ terms by the Bulgarians wfns a 
surprise. 
The expectation had been 
that the Bulgarian envoys would ad­ 
vance terms of their own and endea­ 
vor to engage In debate for a time. 
The brief and authoritative state­ 
ments issued Indicate the allies vir­ 
tually Issued an ultimatum to Bulga« 
ria. 
The chief point or interest now 
Is Germany’s action. 
Some reports from Germany say she 
will try to keep Bulgaria In line by 
force, but her ability to do so is an­ 
other question. 
It was on October 8, 1915, that Bul­ 
garia issued o manifesto announcing 
her decision to cast her lot against 
the entente alliance. 
She has been 
fifteen months deciding her course. 
During the period of Bulgarian neu­ 
trality both the entente and the cen­ 
tral powers had made offers to Bul­ 
garia. Itussia, who for years had pro­ 
tected Bulgarian interests, sent an- 
ultimatum to Bulgaria early in Octo: 
ber, 1015. 
Bulgaria refused the Rus­ 
sian demands. 
The Bulgarian manifesto said Bul­ 
garia did not believe in the promise« 
of the entente and that “Bulggaria 
must fight at the victor’s side.” It was 
reported at that time a secret treaty 
had been signed between Bulgaria and 
Germany concerning Bulgarian parti­ 
cipation in the w?ar, on July 17, 1915.

Three hundred senators, representa- 


tives, Journalists, and army 
officers 


of the French, British, Italian, Bel- 
gian and American forces stood be- 
hind a little squad of ordnance men 
the other day at a rifle range outside 
of Washington. 


"Attention!" commanded the officer 


In charge of the squad. 


"Shoulder 
fire — one 
magazine— 


pemi-automatic—Ready! Load! Aim! 
Fire 1" 


There was a popping like that, say, 


of half a dozen packs of giant fire- 
crackers all set off at once. It lasted 
about ten seconds, the time required to 
fire 20 shots from what looked like an 
ordinary rifle in the hands of each 
soldier. Five hundred yards away the 
dirt flew behind a row of small tar- 
gets set up to represent men. 


"Shoulder 
fire — one 
magazine— 


automatic—load!" was the next com- 
mand given. 


But a different volley was heard at 


the command "Fire!" It sounded like 
B-r-r-r-r-r! and lasted only two and a 
half seconds! If you want to estimate 
the rapidity, listen to the ticking o£ 
your Watch, which averages about four 
ticks per second, and realize that the 
automatic fire of this weapon was just 
twice as fast—eight standard army 
rifle cartridges fired in a second with 
one pull of the trigger. 


And that was the new Browning 


machine gun which Uncle Sam '.vns 
about to manufacture at the rate of 
thousands a week, nnd had brought to 
this rifle range for its first public exhi- 
bition. 


Other methods of firing were shown 


with the gun placed at the hip and 
with the soldiers marching toward the 
target, firing as they walked. 
Then 


the spectators crowded around and be- 
gan asking questions. 


"Is it air cooled or water cooled? 


What does it weigh? How fast can 
they be made? What do they cost? 
Is it a better weapon than this machine 
gun or that?"

Among those present was one mem- 


ber of congress who, n few weeks be- 
fore, during an anxious inquiry into 
our war preparations, had stated his 
belief that the Browning machine gun 
was only a dream. And now he was 
allowed to fire the weapon himself, 
and planted a suscession of bullets in 
the distant target with an accuracy 
which left no question in his mind as 
to the tangibility or accuracy of this 
new tool of the American soldier. 


On the following morning newspa- 


pers throughout the country published 
n detailed description of beth this gun, 
known as the "light Browning," nnd 
another type called the "heavy Brown- 
Ing," 
which was also demonstrated, 


being fired from a tripod, water cooled, 
and fed with canvas belts containing 
250 cartridges each. It has fired 20,000 
shots in a little less than 48 minutes. 


Each legislator and journalist nsked 


Ills own questions, and there was an 
honest spirit of inquiry evident. Every 
American present, while admitting the 
Impressive nature of the test, seemed 
to feel that he was personally repre- 
senting the nation nnd bound to over- 
look no technical details touching the 
efficiency of these new weapons. And 
In that matter each American did truly 
represent the nation which has been 
keen to discover every part of our war 
program open to question, each accord- 
ing to his own light and reading. 


The reader of this article, too, will 


want to ask his own technical ques- 
tions, and for his information all the 
facts about both types of guns have 
been summarized separately, so that at- 
tention here may bo concentrated upon 
another aspect of the machine-gun pro- 
gram—its tactical use as a tool apart 
from the mere details of how much it 
.veighs, how fast it fires, how many 
shots a second, how many times it jams 
n a test, how it is cooled, how many 
larts it has, how quickly they can be 
taken down and put together again, 
etc. 


One of the first questions nsked by 


everybody concerning the light gun, for 
Instance, was: "Is It cooled by air or 
water?" And the answer to that ques- 
tion is: "By air—but cooling is not a 
problem with the light Browning." 
Naturally, a statement of that sort 
comes as a surprise to tho man in the 
street who has henrcl that machine 
guns are subject to the terrific heat of 
smokeless-powder ga^es, which some- 
times develop the destructive tevipeni- 
ture of 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
that keeping a machine cool in action 
Is one of the chief problems with that 
type of weapon. But when the tactical 
uso of this particular arm is under- 
stood, one casfly understands how cool- 
ing may be disregarded in the light 
Browning, and its design developed ia 
othor directions for,other purposes. So 
\vc will try to get the tactical point of 
view—which is the point of view of 
the American soldier carrying this 
light automatic rifle over the top In 
France by the hundreds and the thou- 


sands and probably the lens of thou- 
sands, and not Inconceivably' by hun- 
dreds of thousands before the iiun 
is beaten. 


Provide Something Better. 


Our ordnance department has been 


working since we entered the war to 
send American soldiers to France with 
n complete kit of tools representative 
of American inventive ability. First 
sizing up the job of cracking the llun 
out of trench, shell box, and subter- 
ranean tunnel, iuul ascertaining what 
the allies have found useful in the way 
of saw, hammer and hatchet, the ord- 


i nance department has worked to pro- 
vide something a little better in every 
case, from poison gas and gas masks to 
machine guns and high-explosive shrap- 
nel. 


The light Browning, also known as 


the "automatic rifle," requires no cool- 
ing apparatus, because in its tactical 
use in battle as a tool It will be called 
upon only for what are known as 
"bursts of firing." It is a remarkable 
new tool, better than anything of its 
particular type yet developed, and dif- 
ferent from every other Weapon in the 
world. 
Its nearest prototype is the 


French Chauchat automatic rifle, which 
has proved extremely effective. 


At the present stage of tactics the 


Brown'ng automatic rifle will be a su- 
perior tool for perhaps three definite 
jobs in trench warfare. First, being 
as portable as the ordinary army rifle, 
it can be quickly brought Into action 
along every part of a trench by de- 
fenders to stop the advance of an 
enemy. With the heavier types of ma- 
chine gun fired from a tripod and re- 
quiring considerable time for getting 
into position, if not permanent em- 
placement, such resistance of invaders 
in a pinch might prove difficult. With 
the new Browning firing 20 shots auto- 
matically in less than three seconds, or 
20 shots semlautomatically as fast as

At 
that moment, even though but a few 
arrive, the Browning automatic rifle 
is expected to replace the bayonet and 
bomb under certain conditions, and 
multiply the effectiveness of each sol- 
dier who gets across No Man's Land, 
for the rapidity and accuracy of the 
Browning fire IB such that it will be 
only a matter of seconds to sweep an 
enemy trench in both directions. 


There are other tactical uses for the 


weapon. As few as a dozen of these 
"automatic rifles are sufficient to lay 
down a temporary barrage at right 
angles to a trench front, and even two 
of them quickly placed at opposite 
ends of a trench front can establish a 
cross fire as effective as a barrage un- 
der some circumstances. 
For with 


each gun firing along one leg of a let- 
ter V meeting and passing somewhere 
out in No Man's Land, the chances of 
an enemy getting through this V wili 
be very slim—this will be a defense 
equivalent to frontless rifle fire from 
dozens of individual soldiers, and can 
be established with the minimum of 
exposure. 


These are the tactical points of the 


new weapon, and one has only to con- 
sider it from this viewpoint to under- 
stand that technical questions such as 
have been raised by laymen during 
recent discussions of the merits of one 
machine gun as against another do not 
touch the heart of the military prob- 
lem—both the design of this gun and 
its use as a tool in battle are palpably 
matters to be left to military men. 


Another interesting viewpoint on 


both the light and heavy types of 
Browning guns can be gained by brief- 
ly considering the general development 
of machine guns as fighting tools. 
From the days of slings and stones 
and arrows fighting man has sought 
ways of delivering enough missiles in- 
to the ranks of an advancing foe to 
stop him. With gunpowder and port- 
able guns the number of missiles in- 
creased, and also their deadliness. The 
matchlock fired clumsily from a tri- 
pod was replaced by smooth-bore muz- 
zle-loading guns, and then muzzle-load- 
ing rifles, breech-loading rifles capable 
of firing shots singly, and finally the 
repeating rifle, with a capacity of five 
or six shots in rapid succession. Then 
came shrapnel, delivering a spray of 
bullets over a considerable range, and 
also the first machine guns equipped 
to fire hundreds of shots in rapid suc- 
cession, but at first so heavy and 
clumsy that they could not be moved 
much more quickly than artillery. 


Fired From Shoulder and Hip. 


These first machine guns are known 


as the heavy types and were presently 
reduced in weight and developed in 
mobility, becoming what are known as 
the portable intermediate types of 
which the Lewis gun is an example. 
Still further lightness and mobility 
were wanted, however; something that 
would convert an ordinary rifle into 
an effective machine gun for brief out- 
bursts of fire. In other words, the 
true type of light machine gnn as ex- 
emplified first in the French Chauchat 
and now In the light Browning. These 
t\vo fighting tools are thus far the only 
ones of their typo, and nt present only 
the French and American armies are 
equipped to use them tactically, the 
British army doing its machine-gun 
work with the portable intermediate 
Lewis gun. According to reports from 
our military observers in France, the 
drift of the French army is decidedly 
toward greater use of automatic rifles 
of the highly portable type. 
The

FORTY LANGUAGES IN CAMP 


Necessity of One Tongue Has Renewed 


Efforts to Establish Schools 


for Immigrants. 


Recently an accurate census was 


taken concerning the different lan- 
guages spoken by soldiers training in 
Camp Devens, Mass., which showed 
that 40 languages were spoken by the 
men in that camp. There were 2,269 
men whose habitual speech is French; 
1,354 who speak Italian, and so on 
down to the relatively few who speak 
Japanese, Serbian, Egyptian, Tersian, 
Assyrian, Flemish and Arabic. Of spe- 
cial interest were the 023 men who 
speak German. 


This is just one solution to a puzzle 


like that. Ther must be one language 
which all understand and of necessity 
that language is English. 
The facts 


disclosed by this investigation have re- 
newed the efforts made to establish a 
system of schools to teach every immi- 
grant the English language. 


In the co-operative efforts in which 


the whole nation is engaged, such as 
war and many other things, one lan- 
guage is a necessity. Very little atten- 
tion has been paid to that in the past, 
but the importance of it is being recog- 
nized among all classes of thinkers at 
the present time.—Omaha World-Her- 
ald.

Three hundred senators, representa­ 
tives, Journalists, and army 
officers 
of the French, British, Italian, Bel 
plan and American forces stood be­ 
hind a little squad of ordnance men 
the other day at n rifle range outside 
of Washington. 
“Attention !” commanded the officer 
In charge of the squad. 
“Shoulder 
fire — one 
magazine— 
semi-automatic—Beady I Load I Aim I 
Fire I” 
There was a popping like that, say, 
of half a dozen packs of giant fire­ 
crackers all set off at once. It lasted 
about ten seconds, the time required to 
fire 20 shots from wiiat looked like an 
ordinary rifle in the hands of each 
soldier. Five hundred yards awray the 
dirt flew behind a row of small tar­ 
gets set up to represent men. 
“Shoulder 
fire — one 
magazine— 
automatic—load!” was the next com­ 
mand given. 
But a different volley wras heard at 
the command “Fire !” It sounded like 
B-r-r-r-r-r! and lasted only two and a 
half seconds! If you w7ant to estimate 
the rapidity, listen to the ticking of 
your Watch, which averages about four 
ticks per second, and realize that the 
automatic fire of this weapon was just 
twice as fast—eight standard army 
rifle cartridges fired in a second with 
one pull of the trigger. 
And that was the new Browning 
machine gun which Uncle Sam wTas 
about to manufacture at the rate of 
thousands a week, and had brought to 
this rifle range for Its first public exhi­ 
bition. 
Other methods of firing were shown 
with the gun placed at the hip and 
with the soldiers marching tow’ard the 
target, firing as they walked. 
Then 
the spectators crowded around nnd be­ 
gan asking questions. 
“Is It air cooled or water cooled? 
What does It weigh? 
flow fast can 
they be made? 
What do they cost? 
Is it a better wreapon than this machine 
gun or that?” 
All Were Convinced. 
Among those present was one mem- 
I her of congress wTho, a few weeks be­ 
fore, during an anxious inquiry into 
our w7ar preparations, had stated his 
belief that the Browrnlng machine gun 
was only a dream. And now he was 
allowed to fire the weapon himself, 
and planted a succession of bullets In 
the distant target with an accuracy 
which left no question In his mind as 
to the tangibility or accuracy of this 
new' tool of the American soldier. 
On the following morning newspa­ 
pers throughout the country published 
a detailed description of both this gun, 
known as the “light Browning/* and 
another type called the “heavy Brown­ 
ing,” which wTas also demonstrated, 
being fired from a tripod, water cooled, 
and fed with canvas belts containing 
250 cartridges each. It has fired 20,000 
shots in a little less than 48 minutes. 
Each legislator and journalist asked 
his ow'n questions, and there w*as an 
honest spirit of Inquiry evident. Every 
American present, while admitting the 
Impressive nature of the test, seemed 
to feel that he w7as personally repre­ 
senting the nation and bound to over­ 
look no technical details touching the 
efficiency of these new weapons. And 
In that matter each American did truly 
represent the nation which has been 
keen to discover every part of our w7ar 
program open to question, each accord­ 
ing to his ow*n light and reading. 
The reader of this article, too, will 
w^ant to ask his ow?n technical ques­ 
tions, and for his Information all the 
facts about both types of guns have 
been summarized separately, so that at­ 
tention hero may bo concentrated upon 
another aspect of the machine-gun pro- 
grain—its tactical use as a tool apart 
from the mere details of howr much it 
weighs, howr fast it fires, how many 
shots a second, how many times it Jams 
In a test, how it is cooled, howf many 
parts it has, how quickly they can be 
taken down and put together again, 
etc. 
One of the first questions asked by 
everybody concerning the light gun, for 
Instance, was: “Is it cooled by air or 
water?” And the answer to thut ques­ 
tion Js; “By air—but cooling is not n 
problem with the light Brow7nIng.” 
Naturally, a statement of Hint sort 
comes as n surprise to the man In the 
street who has heard th.at machine 
guns are subject to the terrific heat of 
sinokeless-puwder gases, which some­ 
times develop the destructive tempera­ 
ture of 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
that keeping a machine cool in action 
is one of the chief problems with that 
type of weapon. But when the tactical 
uso of this particular arm is under­ 
stood, one easily understands how cool­ 
ing may be disregarded In the light 
Browning, and its design developed in 
other directions for#other purposes. So 
we will try to get the tactical point of 
view—which is the point of view7 of 
the American soldier carrying this 
light automatic rifle over the top iu 
ffrunce ly the hundreds nnd the thou­ 


sands, and probably the tens of thou* 
sands, and not inconceivably“ by hun­ 
dreds of thousands before the Hun 
is beaten, 
. 
Provide Something Better. 
Our ordnance department has been 
working since w?c entered the war to 
send American soldiers to France with 
a complete kit of tools representative 
of American Inventive ability. First 
sizing up the job of cracking the Hun 
out of trench, shell box, and subter­ 
ranean tunnel, and ascertaining wiiat 
the allies have found useful in the way 
of saw, hammer and hatchet, the ord­ 
nance department has W’orkcd to pro­ 
vide something a little better in every 
case, from poison gas and gas masks to 
machine guns and high-explosive shrap-* 
nel. 
The light Browning, also know*n as 
the “automatic rifle,” requires no cool­ 
ing apparatus, because In Its tactical 
uso In battle as a tool it will be called 
upon ouly for what are kmnvn as 
“bursts of firing.” It Is a remarkable 
new7 tool, better than anything of its 
particular typo yet developed, and dif­ 
ferent from every other Weapon In the 
w7orld. 
Its nearest prototype is the

At the present stage of tactics the 
Browt^ng automatic rifle will be a su­ 
perior tool for perhaps three definite 
jobs in trench warfare. 
First, being 
as portable as the ordinary army rifle, 
It can be quickly brought Into action 
along every part of a trench by de­ 
fenders to stop the advance of an 
enemy. With the heavier types of ma­ 
chine gun fired from n tripod nnd re­ 
quiring considerable time for getting 
Into position. If not permanent em­ 
placement, such resistance of Invaders 
in a pinch might prove difficult. ~WIth 
the new7 Browning firing 20 shots auto­ 
matically in less than three seconds, or 
20 shots semlautomatlcally as fast as 
one desires to pull the trigger, loading 
with n fresh magazine each 20 shots 
In a couple of seconds, an entire trench 
front can be protected with outbursts 
of machine-gun fire, which will not 
have to be continued long to do the 
w7ork—not long enough for heating of 
the gun to become a problem. 
Sweeps the Trenches. 
The third job for this characteristic 
Yankee notion comes wiien our fellows 
have reached the enemy trenches. At 
that moment, even though but a few 
arrive, the Brow?nlng automatic rifle 
Is expected to replace the bayonet and 
bomb under certain conditions, and 
multiply the effectiveness of each sol­ 
dier who gets across No Man’s Land, 
for the rapidity and accuracy of the 
Browning fire is such that it will be 
only a matter of seconds to swreep an 
enemy trench in both directions. 
There are other tactical uses for the 
weapon. As few as a dozen of these 
automatic rifles are sufficient to lay 
dowTn a temporary barrage at right 
angles to a trench front, and even two 
of them quickly placed at opposite 
ends of a trench front can establish a 
cross fire as effective as a barrage un­ 
der some circumstances. 
For with 
each gun firing along one leg of a let­ 
ter V meeting and passing somewThere 
out in No Man's Land, the chances of 
an enemy getting through this V will 
be very slim—this will be a defense 
equivalent to frontless rifle fire from 
dozens of Individual soldiers, and can 
be established with the minimum of 
exposure. 
These are the tactical points of the 
new w?eapon, and one has only to con­ 
sider it from this viewpoint to under­ 
stand that technical questions such ns 
have been raised by laymen during 
recent discussions of the merits of ono 
machine gun as against another do not 
touch the heart of the military prob­ 
lem—both the design of this gun and 
its use as a tool In battle are palpably 
matters to be left to military men. 
Another interesting viewpoint on 
both the light and heavy types of 
Browrning guns can be gained by brief­ 
ly considering the general development 
of machine guns as fighting tools. 
From the days of slings and stones 
and arrow's fighting man has sought 
ways of delivering enough missiles in­ 
to the ranks of an advancing foe to 
stop him. With gunpow’der and port­ 
able guns the number of missiles In­ 
creased, and also their deadliness. The 
matchlock fired clumsily from a tri­ 
pod was replaced by smooth-boro muz­ 
zle-loading guns, and then muzzle-load­ 
ing rifles, breech-loading rifles capable 
of firing shots singly, and finally the 
repeating rifle, with a capacity of five 
or six shots in rapid succession. The« 
came shrapnel, delivering a spray of 
bullets over a considerable range, and 
also the first machine guns equipped 
to fire hundreds of shots in rapid suc­ 
cession, but at first so heavy and 
clumsy that they could not be moved 
much more quickly than artillery. 
Fired From Shoulder and Hip. 
These first machine guns are know?n 
as the heavy types and w7ere presently 
reduced in weight and developed in 
mobility, becoming what are known as 
the portable intermediate types of 
which the Lewis gun is an example. 
Still further lightness and mobility 
w?ero wanted, however; something that 
would convert an ordinary rifle into 
an effective machine gun for brief out­ 
bursts of fire. 
In other words, the 
true type of light machine gun as ex­ 
emplified first in the Frenck Chauehat 
and now7 in the light Browning. These 
two fighting tools are thus far the only 
ones of their type, and at present only 
the French and American armies are 
equipped to use them tactically, the 
British army doing its machine-gun 
work with the portable intermediate 
Lewis gun. According to reports from 
our miiitarf observers in France, the 
drift of the French army is decidedly 
towfard greater use of automatic rifles 
of {he highly portable type. 
The 
Browning gun is the only gun of its 
type that can be fired from the *UouJ' 
der and hii>.

FORTY LANGUAGES IN CAMP 


Necessity of One Tongue Has Renewed 
Efforts to Establish Schools 
for Immigrants. 


Recently an accurate census w*as 
taken concerning the different lan­ 
guages spoken by soldiers training in 
Camp Devens, Mass., which showed 
that 40 languages wrere spoken by the 
men In that camp. 
There w7ere 2.2G9 
men whose habitual speech Is French; 
1,354 wiio speak Italian, and so on 
dowrn to the relatively few wiio speak 
Japanese, Serbian, Egyptian, Persian, 
Assyrian, Flemish and Arabic. Of spe­ 
cial interest wTere the G25 men w7ho 
speak German. 
This is just one solution to a puzzle 
like that. Ther must be one language 
which all understand and of necessity 
that language is English. 
The facts 
disclosed by this Investigation have re­ 
newed the efforts made to establish a 
system of schools to teach every Immi­ 
grant the English language. 
In the co-operative efforts in wiiich 
the wiiole nation Is engaged, such as 
wTar and many other things, one lan­ 
guage is a necessity. Very little atten­ 
tion has been paid to that in the past, 
but the importance of it is being recog­ 
nized among all classes of thinkers at 
the present time.—Omaha World-Her- 
ald.

THE GREAT WAR 


American First Army Makes At­ 
tack on Both Sides of St. 
Mihiel Salient. 


HUN ARMY MAY BE TRAPPED 


Many Towns and Prisoners Taken— 
Foch May Be Aiming at Metz— 
Germans in Picardy Trying to 
Halt Retreat Approximately 
on Hindenburg Line.

The American First army, General 
Pershing commanding, started the first 
great 
wholly 
American 
ofilenslve 
Thursday, attacking on both sides of 
the St. Mihiel salient southeast of 
Verdun. 
The French assisted by at­ 
tacking on the point of the salient, but 
the operation was planned by 
(lie 
American staff and executed by Amer­ 
ican officers and troops. 
After a terrific artillery preparation 
which for four hours smothered the 
entire region within the German lines 
with shells, the Yanks went over the 
top exactly at five o’clock, following 
a rolling barrage timed f»>r an ad­ 
vance of 1<>0 meters every 40 minutes. 
Great numbers of tanks supported 
them and cleared the way by crushing 
numerous concrete machine gun shel­ 
ters and breaking down the elaborate 
wire defenses. 
American aviators in 
¿locks quickly drove away the few 11 tin 
airmen in sight and thereafter del­ 
uged the enemy supply centers, mu­ 
nition 
dumps 
and 
hangars 
with 
bombs, while the observation planes 
directed the work of the artillery. 
Everything moved like clockwork and 
the troops i peedily gained their ob­ 
jectives and went on to the next ones. 
Village after village was taken and 
by Friday the cavalry had advanced 
far into the center of the salient and 
occupied strong positions. 
At the 
time of writing the drive was progress­ 
ing steadily and the Germans were in 
danger of findlmr their retreat from 
the big wedge »ntlrely cut off.

St. Mihiel salient had been held by 
the II*ins ever since 101*1 and was 
very strongly fortified. 
lt^ base is to­ 
ward the German stronghold of Metz 
and It may be that the drive is direct­ 
ed againnt that city. 
However, M ar­ 
shal Foch’s strategy had not been re­ 
vealed when this was written.

Having given up all the ground they 
won in their great spring drhe, and 
finding themselves back <.ii the old 
Hindenburg line, and in some places 
well behind it, the Germans decided to 
stop their retreat for a while. Marshal 
Foch did not fully assent to this deci­

rains throughout Picardy, brought the 
allied offensive almost to a temporary 
standstill.

“After I had gone quite a way back 
east my engine wrent bad and kept get­ 
ting wo»*se. The other twro, like typi­ 
cal British soldiers, stayed with me 
until near our lines, wiien the engine 
died. 
I was getting all the archie 
and machine gun fire from the newiy 
established enemy lines. My compan­ 
ions could not assist me. 
“ I saw7 1 couldn’t make our lines in 
the deep wfjoods, so I dove onto the 
Hun troops, coming behind their lines. 
Having fixed my other gun after the 
fight, I scattered their with a hail of 
bullets. I then landed on a sloping de­ 
pression near the wood, an eighth of a 
mile beyond the enemy outposts, — 
“ I was la a wheat field about 100 
yards from some trees, which were 


swept by enemy machine guns. 
The 
enemy outposts could see only the top 
wings of* my machine, but began to 
shell It. 
So I tore out the round iron 
compass and the maps and tried to 
burn the machine, but only fired the 
wheat. 
“The shells wore coming close, so I 
crawled toward the woods. As I came 
to a small water-filled ditch, I almost 
lost heart. 
Helped by Enemy Fire. 
“ On the other side were three Huns 
crawling 
towards me. 
I 
was un­ 
armed* but remembered that the com­ 
pass looked like a grenade. I hauled 
back as if to throw’ it. Two Germans 
jumped and ran,, one falling, hit by 
fire from his own lines, and the second 
being killed. 
The third cried ‘kamerad* 
nnd threw down his iifle. 
I got that 
rifle, took his pistol, and ordered hi in­ 
to crawi ahead. 
“ He looked startled when he heard 
English, nnd answered in good Eng­ 
lish. 
He begged me not to kill Mm, 
as he was a married man. 
“ I told him to shut up and crawl on. 
If he did not try to run he would not 
be harmed. 
We reached the wood, 
thick with brambles and swept by ma­ 
chine guns and shells. In the middle 
of the wood was a stream five feet 
wide and four feet deep.

French came in reply.

the Hunc came after me in twos, and I 
dove vertically for a second, pulled 
into a loop without'power, and kicked 
into a vertical side slip at the top. 


"There directly 
under me was a 


desperately moving Hun, but I had 
him. He went down with a dropping 
-wing in a fantastical spin. 


"Then I went after the four remain- 


ing Huns. The leader was first. He 
pulled a powerful wing over at me, 
but I got the idea first. We met head 
,on. 
I fired the last thirty rounds 


and was pilled up myself with bullets 
going by like hail. I looked out and 
there was the leader diving on his 
back, hanging out of his machine, 
evidently hit. The others reported 
that he hung as if dead. 


"I turned desperately, having no 


more shots left. I saw my companions 
attacking the three remaining Huns, 
who were making.off in wide circles. 
The other two Huns had disappeared, 
while French bombers crossed our 
lines safely. 


Score, 7 to 0. 


"Three of us attacked by twelve shot, 


four down in flames, two completely 
out of control and one engine out of 
control. 


"Odds, twelve Huns; three allies. 
"Score, seven Huns down; allies, 


zero. 


"After T had gone quite a way'back 


east my engine went bad and kept get- 
ting woi%se. The other two, like typi- 
cal British soldiers, stayed with me 
until near our lines, when the engine 
died. 
I was getting all the archie 


and machine gun Sre from the newly 
established enemy lines. My compan- 
ions could not assist me. 


"I saw 1 couldn't make our lines In 


the deep woods, so I dove onto the 
Hun troops, coming behind their lines. 
Having fixed my other gun after the 
fight, I scattered their with a hail of 
bullets. I then lauded on a sloping de- 
pression near the wood, an eighth of a 
mile beyond the enemy outposts. — 


"I was in a wheat field about 100 


yards from some trees, which were 


swept by enemy machine guns. 
The 


enemy outposts could see only the top 
wings of- my machine, but began to 
shell it. So I tore out the round irou 
compass and the maps and tried to 
burn the machine, but only fired the 
wheat. 


"The shells were coining close, so I 


crawled toward the woods. As I came 
to a small water-filled ditch, I almost 
lost heart. 


Helped by Enemy Fire. 


"On the other side were three Huns 


crawling 
towards me. 
I was un- 


armed, but remembered that the com- 
pass looked like a grenade. I hauled 
back as if to throw it. Two Germans 
jumped and ran, one falling, hit by 
fire from his own lines, and the second 
being killed. The third cried 'kamerad* 
and threw down his rifle. I got that 
rifle, took his pistol, and ordered him 
to craw! ahead. 


"He looked startled when he heard 


English, and answered in good Eng- 
lish. He begged me not to kill him, 
as he was a married man. 


"I told him to shut up and crawl on. 


If he did not try to run he would not 
be harmed. 
We reached the wood, 


thick with brambles and swept by ma- 
chine guns and shells. In the middle 
of the wood was a stream five feet 
wide and four feet deep. I heard a 
whispered groan in 
French, so I 


crawled along a few yards and found 
a -wounded colonel, who had been hit 
in the leg and neck. 


Cares for Wounded Man, 


"The German prisoner followed me 


without a word. He-started to give the 
man a drink from his canteen, but I 
took the canteen, washed it, gave the 
colonel a drink, washed his wounds so 
I could move him, and then picked 
him up. 
I ordered the German to 


make his way with his hands up. The 
Hun drew no fire. Then I went in. 
Snipers took three shots at us, but they 
only splashed about. The brush was 
very thick on the other bank of the 
stpeam and I had to drag the wounded 
colonel 
through 
the 
Hun-shelled 


thicket. 
. 


"We were suddenly' fired on and 


challenged in French. 
I replied In 


bad French, 'Officer militare Aineri- 
calnc aux 
blesse 
colonel,' 'Aviator- 


American,' and added about all the 
French I knew. 
A whole string of 


French came in reply. 


"The German said, 'They say "rawt 


into the open .with hands up.' I did. 
Then two men and a French officer 
came. 
They bristled at the German, 


but I pointed to my gun and the wound- 
ed colonel, who talked fast, whereupon 
the Frenchman threw his arms about 
me and talked a lot. We crawled to< 
the outpost. 
I helped the wounded 


colonel to the dressing station, which 
was being shelled. The Hun acted as 
my assistant and interpreter. 
Speak- 


ing French, he was able to give valua- 
ble information, and I took him to the 
division headquarters. 


"When questioned I pretended I did 


not know what 
was wanted 
and 


wouldn't give my name. After a time 
the French commander got this infor- 
mation by telephone from the British 
commander."

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing* an amendment to article nine,

of the Commonwealth. 
Section 1 
Be It resolved by the B* 11- 
nte and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in G *n- 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania be, and the same Is hereby, pro­ 
posed, In accordance with the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
That section four of article nine, which 
reads as follows: 
“Section 4. No debt shall be created 
by or on behalf of the State, except to 
supply casual deficiencies of revenue, re­ 
pel invasion, suppress insurrection, defend 
the State In war, 
or to pay existing 
debt; and the debt created t£ supply de­ 
ficiency in revenue shall never exceed In 
the nptfregate, at any one time, one mil­ 
lion dollars/' be amended so as to read 
as follows:

We also lived in a tent, and 


what we lookfd like? \Vull you remem- 
ber the Gypsies that used to pass through 
the country, we looked the partners to 
them for it rained continuously for four 
days. The hospital was in a valley like 
place and our eat«3 were wonderful. 
We 


only had yellow jackets by the gross to, 
annoy us while we ate our meals, except 
at mid-night suppers, at that time tbey 
slept—hut we ne\. cared anything about 
them you see we Ca. get used to any- 
thing over here. 
' \Thile we were there 


we visited the dugouts where the Ger- 
mans had the headquarters. It was the 
most interesting sight 1 had seen for some 
time 
Ko ue of them were very well 


equipped with the furniture and bed- 
clothing, even to lace curtains which they 
hid stolen from the French people's 
homes. The dugouts were lirted with 
steel sheeting and from the walls, which 
were mostly of young trees, they had 
their 
hanging beds 
I think by the 


looks of the places they expected to 
spend the winter there 
But the Ameri- 


aane caused them to change their minds. 
We go walking for sight peeing and we 
certainly see lots of them and wonder 
how the people have the courage to come 
back and start over, for most of the build- 
ings are blown to the ground by the gune. 
One story buildings are mostly entirely 
destroyed while those that have a second 
story have parts of the sides torn away. 
So you can imagine what they are up 
against. Love to all.

Information that Herbert V. Jordan, 


son of Mr. and Mrs. V. K. Jordan, Hano- 
ver, who was recently awarded a golc 
star for service among the wounded 
"over there" as doctor of his unit, is safe 
and well at a camp of prisoners of the 
war at Caesel, Germany, is contained in 
two postcards, which arrived from Han- 
over's first prisoner of war. According 
to the postcard labelled "Kriegsgefangen 
en Sendung", five of his friends are with 
him and they do not know whether they 
will be retained until the end of the war 
or be exchanged owing to the fact that 
they are medcial men. 


A piece of canvass taken from a fallen 


German aeroplane has been sent by Pri- 
vate Luther Weieensale to his parents Mr. 
and Mrs. Emory Weisensale, of Hanover. 
In a letter to his parents he describes a 
battle in which twelve aeroplanes parti- 
cipated and which he witnessed. One of 
tbe German machines was downed with 
a wing shot off and it fell in flames Pri- 
vate Weisensale states that ht saw Ger- 
man planes deliberately shell Ked Cross 
hospitals, which ,were plainly marked.

As I have said, my own condition in 
this city was in some respects worso 
than it had been when I was making 
my way through the open country. 
While I had a place to sleep and my 
clothes were no longer constantly 
soaking, my opportunities for getting 
food were considerably less than they 
had been. 
Nearly all tho time I was 
half famished, and I decided that I 
would get out of there at once, since 
I was entirely through with Iluyliger. 
My physical condition was greatly 
improved. 
While the lack of food 
showed itself on me, I had regained 
somo of my strength, my wounds 
were healed, and 
my 
ankle 
was 
stronger, and although my knees were 
still considerably enlarged, I felt that 
I was in better shape than I had been 
at any time since my leap from the 
train, and I was ready to go through 
whatever was in store for me. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


I Leave for the Frontier. 
To get out of tho city, it would bo 
necessary to pass two guards. This I 
had learned in the course of my walks 
at night, having frequently traveled 
to the city limits with the idea of 
finding out Just what conditions I 
would have to meet when the time 
came for me to leave. 
A German soldier’s uniform, how­ 
ever, no longer worried mo as it had 
at first. I had mingled with the Iluns 
so much in the city that I began to 
feel that I was really a Belgian, and I 
assumed tho indifference that they 
seemed to feel. 
I decided, therefore, to w*alk out of 
the city in the daytime, when the sen­ 
tries wfould be less apt to be on the 
watch. 
It worked fine. 
I was not 
held up a moment, the sentries evi­ 
dently taking me for a Belgian peas­ 
ant on his way to work. 
Traveling faster than I had ever 
done before since my escape, I was 
soon out in the open country, and the 
first Belgian I came to I approached 
for food. 
lie gave me half of his 
lunch and wre sat down on the side of 
the road to eat it. Of course, he tried 
to talk to me, but I used the old ruse 
of pretending I was deaf and dumb 
nnd he was quite convinced that it was 
so. He made various efforts to talk 
to me in pantomime, but I could not 
make out what he was getting at, and 
I think he must have concluded that I 
was not only half starved, deaf and 
dumb, but “looney” in tho bargain. 
When night came I looked aroiftid 
for a place to rest. I had decided to 
travel in the daytime as well as night, 
because I understood that it was only 
a few miles from the frontier, and I 
was naturally anxious to get there at 
the earliest possible moment, although 
I realized that there I would encounter 
the most hazardous part of my whole 
adventure. Tp get through the heavily 
guarded barbed wire and electrically 
charged barrier was a problem that I 
hated to think of even, although the 
hours I spent endeavoring to devise 
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some way of 
outwittlug 
the Huns 
were many. 
It had occurred to me, for instance, 
that it would not bo such a dlfilcult 
matter to vault over tho electric fence, 
which was only nine feet high. In col­ 
lege, I knew n ten-foot vault is consid­ 
ered a hlgh-school boy’s accomplish­ 
ment, but thero were two great dif­ 
ficulties in the way of this solution. 
Iu tho first place it would be no easy 
matter to get a 
polo of 
the right 
length, weight and streugth to serve 
the purpose. More particularly, how­ 
ever, the pole-vault idea seemed to mo 
to be out of the question because of 
the fact that on either side of the elec­ 
tric fence, six feet from it, was a six- 
foot barbed wire barrier. 
To vault 
safely over a 
nine-foot electrically 
charged fence was ono thing, but to 
Combine with it 11 twelve-foot broad 
vault was a feat which even a college 
athlete in tho pink of condition would 
bo apt to flunk. 
Indeed, I don’t be­ 
lieve. it is possible. 
Another plan that seemed half-way 
reasonable was to build a pair of stilts 
about twelve or fourteen feet high and 
walk over the barriers one by one. As 
a youngster I had acquired consider­ 
able skill in stilt-walking and I lmvo 
no doubt that with the proper equip­ 
ment It would have been quite feas­ 
ible to have walked out of Belgium 
as easily as possible In that way, but 
whether or not I was going to have 11 
chance to construct the necessary 
stilts remained to be seen. 
There were a good many bicycles in 
use by the German soldiers in Belgium 
and it had often occurred to me that 
if I could have stolen one, the tires 
would have made excellent gloves and 
insulated coverings for my feet in 
case it was necessary for mo to at­ 
tempt to climb over tho electric fence 
bodily. But as I had never been able 
to steal a bicycle this avenue of es­ 
cape was closed to me. 
I decided to wait uni 11 I arrived at 
the barrier and then make up my mind 
how to proceed. 
To find a decent place to sleep that 
night, I crawled under a barbed wire 
fence, thinking It led into smne field. 
As I passed under, ono of the barbs 
caught in my coat and in trying to 
pull myself from it I shook the fence 
for several yards. 
Instantly thero came out of the night 
tho nerve-racking command: “Halt I” 
Again I feared I was done for. 
I 
crouched close down on the ground in 
the darkness, not knowing whether to 
take to my legs and trust to the Hun’s 
missing me in the darkness if he fired, 
or stay where I was. 
It was foggy 
as well as dark, and although I knew 
tho sentry was only a few feet away 
from me I decided to stand, or rather 
He, pat. I think my heart made almost 
as much noise as the rattling of the 
wire in the first place, and it wras a 
tense few moments to me. 
I heard the German say a few words 
to himself, but didn’t understand them, 
of course, and then he made a sound 
as if to caii a dog, and I realized that 
his theory of the noise he had heard 
was that a dog had made its way 
through the fence. 
For perhaps five minutes I'd id n ’t 
stir, and then figuring that the German 
had probably continued on his beat I 
crept quietly under the wire again, 
this time being mighty careful to hug 
the ground so close that I wouldn’t 
touch the wire, and made off in a dif­ 
ferent direction. Evidently the barbed 
wire fence had been thrown around an 
ammunition depot or something of the 
kind, nnd it was not a field at all that 
I had tried to get into. 
I figured that other sentries were 
probably In the neighborhood and 1 
proceeded very gingerly. 
After I had got about a mile away 
from this spot I came to an humble 
Belgian house and I knocked at the 
door and applied for food in my usual 
way, pointing to my mouth to indi­ 
cate I was hungry and to my ears and 
mouth to imply that I was deaf and 
dumb. The Belgian woman who lived 
in the house brought me a piece of 
bread and two cold potatoes and as I 
sat there eating them she eyed me 
very keenly. 
I haven’t tho slightest doubt litat 
she realized X t*us a fugitive. She lived 
so near the burder that ifc was more 
for that reason, I appreciated more 
fully the extent of the risk she ran, for 
no doubt the Germans were constantly 
watching the conduct of these Bel­ 
gians who lived near the line. 
My theory that she realized that I 
was not a Belgian at all, but prob­ 
aby some English fugitive, was con­ 
firmed a moment later, when, as I 
made ready to go, she touched me on 
the arm and indicated that I was to 
wait a moment. She went to a bureau 
and brought out two pieces of fancy 
Belgian lace which she insisted upon 
my taking away, although at that par­ 
ticular moment I had as much use for 
Belgian Jace as an elephant for a 
safety razor, but I was touched wit> j 
her thoughtfulness ajid pressed hv-r 
hand to show my gratitude. She Would * 
not accept the money I offered her. 
. I carried the lace through my sub­ 
sequent experiences, feeling that it 
would be 
a 
fine souvenir for my 
mother, although as a matter'of fact if 
1 had known that it was going to de­ 


lay my final escapo for even a singl# 
moment, ns it did, I am quite sura 
sho would rather I had not seen it. 
On ono piece of lace was tho Flem* 
ish word “Charite” and on the other 
the word “Esperage.” 
At tho timo I 
took these words to mean “Charity” 
and “Experience” and all I hoped was 
that I would get as much of tho ono 
as I was getting of the other before I 
finally got through. 
I learned subse­ 
quently that what the words really 
stood for were “Charity” and “Hope,,f 
and then I was sure that my kind Bel* 
gian friend had indeed realized my 
plight and that her thoughtful sou­ 
venir was intended to encourage me in 
the trials she must have known were 
before me. 
I didn’t let tho old Belgian lady 
know, becausc l did not want to alarm 
her unnecessarily, but that night I 
slept In her backyard, leaving early 
in the morning before it became light. 
Later in the day I applied at an­ 
other house for food. It was occupied 
by a fnthcr and mother and ten chll*

dren. I hesitated to ask then) for food 
without offering to pay for it, as I re­ 
alized what a task it must have been 
for them to support themselves with­ 
out having to feed a hungry man. Ac­ 
cordingly I gave the man a mark and 
then indicated that I wanted some­ 
thing to eat. They were just about to 
eat, themselves, apparently, and they 
let me partake of their meal, which 
consisted of a huge bowl of some kind 
of soup which 1 was unable to iden­ 
tify and which they served in ordinary 
wash basins. I don’t know that they 
ever used the basins to wash in as 
well, but whether they did or not did 
not worry me very much. 
The soup 
was good and I enjoyed it. 
All the time I was there I could see 
tho father and the eldest sou, a boy 
about seventeen, were extremely nerv­ 
ous. 
I had indicated to them that I 
was deaf and dumb, but if they be­ 
lieved me It didn’t seem to make them 
any more comfortable. 
I lingered at the house for about an 
hour after the meal and during that 
time a young man came to call on the 
eldest daughter, a young woman of 
perhaps eighteen. The caller eyed me 
very suspiciously, 
although 
I must 
have resembled anything but a British 
ollleer. They spoke Flemish and I did 
not understand a word they said, but 
I think they^vere discussing my prob­ 
able identity. 
During their conversa­ 
tion, I hud a chance to look around 
the room. 
There were three alto­ 
gether, 
two fairly large 
and one 
somewhat smaller, about fourteen feet 
long and six deep, 
In this smaller 
room there were two double-decked 
beds, which were apparently intended 
to house the whole family, although 
how the whole twelve of them could 
sleep in that one room will ever re­ 
main a mystery to me.
